361.000 pounds of lard more than 
we were able to produce on our 
farm j."

the lungs some of the outside air. 
In crowded th eaters you breath 
some of the droplets th a t arc 
sneezed out or coughed up by other 
people. 
In the air there m ay be not only 
germ s, but du st and molds from 
p lants and other sources, pollen 
g rain s and anim al dander. Thus 
the m ost frequent resp irato ry dis­ 
eases are the common cold, in­ 
fluenza, pneum onia, tuberculosis, 
asthm a; and in fact this group con­ 
stitu tes the m ost frequent group 
of diseases to which hum an being* 
are subject. 
I say “molds from plants and 
other sources,” fo r while a physi­ 
cian n atu rally thinks first of influ­ 
enza, pneum onia or tuberculosis 
when he has an acute or chronic 
rase of respiratory infection, the 
num ber of mold infections th a t are 
being discovered is increasing very 
rapidly. These molds are micro­ 
scopic vegetable organism s which 
are much more complicated than 
the bacteria of ordinary germ s. 
“ Valley Fever” Spreading 
One case in point of a mold in­ 
fection which is increasing in fre­ 
quency is th a t of the so-called San 
Joaquin Valley fever of C alifornia. 
Up to about 1939 no case had ever 
been detected outside of California. 
In C alifornia it was called "valley 
fever” and “ desert fever.” In the 
aoli of th a t region the mold grows 
in g re a t abundance and probably 
nearly all the inhabitants acquire 
an im m unity from repeated small 
infections. This would account for 
the fac t th a t the disease is alm ost 
statio n ary in incidence in the San 
Joaquin Valley, b u t has begun to 
ap p ear in A rizona, New Mexico 
and other of the w estern states. 
A num ber of cases have oc­ 
curred in eastern states, but in all 
instances, so fa r as I know, the 
affected individual had returned 
from a trip to C alifornia or A ri­ 


zona. In Arizona, however, eases 
have been reported in individuals 
who have never gone outside the 
state, so it m ust be due to a locally 
acquired infection. 
Sym ptom s of Infection 
The onset of the condition may 
take several form s; an acute form 
suggesting a cold or influenza with 
cough and sputum is quite fre ­ 
quent. A m ore chronic onset is 
often labeled tuberculosis and the 
patient put in a sanatorium with 
th a t diagnosis. H e may rem ain 
there for some tim e before the 
mold is found in the sputum and 
the real n atu re of the condition 
revealed. Any case which has been 
labeled tuberculosis and does not 
run a characteristic course should 
be suspected of some form of mold 
infection of the lungs. 
San Joaquin Valley fever may 
run a mild or a severe course, but 
most cases are mild. 
In treatm en t no special drug has 
been found to be of any p articular 
value. The best results have come 
from the use of some of the sul­ 
fonamide compounds or from vac- 
cines, but the m ost im portant of 
all is prolonged rest in bed. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
J . I. D.: W hat ie the disease 
known as paroxysm al tachycardia 
and w hat cure is there for it? 
A nsw er: Paroxysm al tachycar­ 
dia is an attack of very rapid 
heart. The heart suddenly jum ps 
up from a norm al rate of 72 to 
over 150 and sometimes over 200. 
The attack stops ju s t as suddenly 
as it began. Doctors do not know 
very much about the causes. Some­ 
tim es the attacks can be stopped 
by pressure over the nerve ganglia 
in the neck. Records show th a t in 
spite of the apparently alarm ing 
n atu re of the condition, patients 
get over these attacks and live for 
a long time. I have known one who 
had his first attack over tw enty 
years ago and is still going strong.
